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BIG ANCIENT LAKE IS NOW
SAND DUNE REGION

It Covered Many Square Miles and
Was Many Hundred
Feet Deep.

During comparatively recent geo-
logic time a great lake flooded a num-
ber of the valleys in northwestern
Nevada. This lake has now almost
completely disuppeared, but geologists
have named it, in its entirety, Lake
Lahontan, in honor of Baron La Hon
tan, one of the early explorers of the
headwaters of the Mississippi.,

At the time of its greatest expan-

sion, according to the United States|

Geological Survey, Department of the

Interior, this ancient lake covered 8.-'
The deepest pnr\‘

square miles.
ﬁLa?:c Laliontan, which was 880 it
deep, was the site of the present Pyr-
amid Lake, one of its remnants, soO
that its surface stood about 500 feet
above the surface of the Pyramid
Lake. The ancient lake had no out-
let except the one that led straight
up, its waters being dissipated entire-
ly by evaporation,
A large area a few miles north of
Winnemucea, Nev, is covered with
sand dunes that were formed since
Lake Lahontan disappeared. These
dunes fully 75 feet thick, and their
steeper slopes are on the cast side, in-
dicatine that the whole vast field of
sand is slowly traveling eastward.
The march of this sand is irresis-
table, a~d its progress has necessitat-
ed a number of changes in the roads
in the cuthern part of Little Hum-
boldt Valley during the recent years.

The troub-
e with Government financial policics
has been that people look upon the
treasury as a bottomless source of
funds upon which drafts can bhe made
at any time to meect any sort of de-
unreasonahle.
During the recent Democratic ad-
ministration that tendency to call up-
on the government for money for any
and all purposes reached its height,

We are now returning to a sound
view of national fi-
nances. We already knew but were
inclined {o overlook the fact that a
public expenditure ultimately becomes
a private expenditure, for in the end
| the private citizen must pay out of
' his pocket in the form of taxes, direct-
Piv or indirectly, all the monev that is
spent by the government. We have
also had impressed upon our minds
]lhr further fact that a government
expenditure usually represents less re-
turn for a dollar than does a private
expenditure, so that what people get
Uthrough the government they pay
more for, relatively, than they pay
for things secured privately.

Under Republican leadership the
govermment has taken two steps to
insure not only less public expendi-
ture in the aggremgate but a wiser
expenditure of the amounts deemed
ahsolutely essential for the promotion
of the general welfare, We have es-
| tablished a Budget Bureau in the ex-
ecutive departments, the duty of
which i< 1o scrutinize all estimates for
apropriations, eliminate those that are
considered unnecessary, avoid dup-
lication of work, and devise methods

I of economy. After that has been done

the estimates go before a House Ap-
nropriations ‘committee which has
been reorganized with a centraliza-
tion of authority insuring* a more
rhorough inspection of requests from
the departments. A proposed appro-
priation must pass-the critical serut-
iny of twa hodies each organized for
fhe purpose of guarding the public
treasury.

Under this new and more business-
like method of handling public ex-
penditures, it seems quite likely that
we shall attain the end.indicated by
the Kansas City Journal in its edi-
torial guoted above—hasing our ex-
penditures on income,
